A new traffic ordinance, 
de­ 
signed to relieve congestion, and 
make way for an organized re­ 
gulation of 
motor travel, was 
p assed 
and 
adop ted 
Tuesday 
night at a sp ecial session of the 
city council. 
The new ordinance will 
no 
doubt, m eet with the ap p roval 
of all motorists, as such regula­ 
tions have long 
been 
needed, 
due to the increased use of au­ 
tomobiles. The new 
ordinance, 
above all things, p rohibits “dou­ 
ble p arking,” or the leaving of 
any automobile standing within 
the travelled 
p ortion 
of 
any 
street, unless p rop erly p arked. 
The double p arking ap p lies to 
the 
business 
and 
residential 
districts at all times. Another 
section of the ordinance p laces 
a lim it of one hour for p arking 
on Saturdays only, within cer­ 
tain areas of the business dis­ 
trict. The ordinance also p rohi­ 
bits a comp lete turn or “U" turn 
a t several of the corners in the 
business district.

automobiles 
in 
the business district, the style 
used will be on an angle 
on 
all street, excep ting Third, due 
* to the traction tracks. The an­ 
gle will not be 45 degrees, but 
p robably about 30 degrees.

betw een th e leaders of th e w ar- 
ripg Liberal and 
Conservative 
factions. 
Colonel H enry L. Stim son was 
sent to N icarag ua by President 
Coolidg e in April 19 27 , in 
the 
hope th a t he could end the in­ 
ternecine strife whioti had been 
in prog ress for eig ht m onths. He 
conferred a t T ipatapa w ith G en­ 
eral Jose M aria M oneada, Liber­ 
al. chieftain, who insisted upon 
g uaranties from President Diaz 
arid from Stim son th a t the 19 28 
election would be fairly 
con­ 
ducted, The latter, who said he 
believed corrupt elections “had 
alw ay s lain at the root of the 
N fcarag uan problem .’* prom ised 
in behalf of Mr. Coolidg e 
th a t 
th e U nited States would super­ 
vise th e 19 28 voting , 
if 
both 
sides ag reed. 
Diaz consented to the arrang e­ 
m ent, and on May 5 
Stim son 
drew up an ag reem ent a t Tipa- 
ta pa to w hich both sides 
sub­ 
scribed. On June 10 in a letter 
to Diaz, w hich was m ade public 
nine m onths later, Mr. Coolidg e 
reg istered his approval of 
the 
ag reem ent. Except for th e spor­ 
adic fig hting carried 
on 
by 
G eneral Aug ustino Sandino, re­ 
bel leader, th e civil w arfare was 
ended by th e T ipatapa confer­ 
ence. 
If properly 
conducted, 
the 
election should provide a th o r­ 
oug h test for two opinions held 
here. First, observers believe, it 
should prove w hether th e people 
of N icarag ua are supporting .th e 
A m erican intervention as 
en­ 
thusiastically as Am erican offic­ 
ials have reported from M anag ­ 
ua. Second, the consequences of 
th e election should prove w heth­ 
er a fair and free election 
will 
lead to th e establishm ent of 
a 
stable g overnm ent in Nicarag ua. 
The U nited States does not, 
of 
course, expect an over-nig ht re ­ 
form ation, even thoug h th e vot 
m g is honestly conducted, 
hopes th a t g overnm ent put

he reaches a fire to inform h ead­ 
quarters either th a t he does

sity Lib rary, b u ilt to replace the 
one destroyed b y the Germans 
in 1914, will b e dedicated tom or­ 
row. 
American 
dollars, 
most 
of 
them su pplied b y stu dents 
of 
United States u niversities, have 
b een the means of pu rchasing 
the greater part of the million 
dollars worth of m aterial which 
was requ ired to reb u ild the fam­ 
ou s lib rary. 
The dedicatory ceremonies, to 
b e attended b y statesmen, edu ­ 
cators, diplomats, and engineers 
from many nations, 
inclu ding 
an engineering delegation from 
the United States, will celeb rate 
b oth the American Declaration 
of Independence and the com­ 
plete restoration of the historic 
Lib rary. 
The monu m ent stands as 
a 
typical ex ample of the tru th of 
the saying, “it’s an ill-wind that 
b lows no good.’’ This, b ecau se 
ex cept for a m agnificent collec-^ 
tion of rare b ooks and m anu s­ 
cript which 
are 
irreplacab le, 
Lou vain’s new lib rary is greater, 
more b eau tifu l and b etter equ ip­ 
ped in every respect than was 
the one destroyed throu gh mod­ 
ern warfare. 
In striking contrast to 
the 
b eau tifu l 
b u t 
correspondingly 
u npractical b u ilding erected 
in 
1425, the new lib rary will con­ 
stitu te a fitting illu stration 
of 
the progress made in architec­ 
tu re du ring the past 500 years. 
The spaciou s light and 
airy 
rooms and galleries of the new 
b u ilding will enab le 400 stu dents 
to 
b e comfortab ly 
accommo­ 
dated for stu dy 
at 
the 
same 
time. -Five hu ndred years ago, 
the same stu dents wou ld have 
almost su ffocated in the su perb 
b u t dark corridors provided for 
b y the architect who b u ilt the 
old lib rary in the Middle Ages. 
The old lib rary was originally 
intended to b e u sed as a cloth 
m arket b y 
the 
m erchants 
of 
Lou vain. In 1627, a stu dent who 
had stu died in Lou vain, 
b e­ 
qu eathed his collection of 852 
volu mes to the University. Later 
others, inclu ding a nu m b er 
of 
professors, followed 
the 
stu ­ 
dent’s ex ample and added to the 
nu m b er of b ooks owned b y the 
u niversity. Eventu ally, in 1636, 
the old cloth m arket was tu rned 
into the u niversity lib rary which 
was b u rned down 
du ring 
the 
war and which an American a r­ 
chitect, W hitney W arren, was 
commissioned to re-b u ild. 
When it opened, Lou vain’s old 
lib rary b oasted of 
ab ou t 
1,700 
b ooks. At the time it was des­ 
troyed b y fire, 
on Au gu st 25, 
1914, the collection had grown 
to b etween a qu arter of a m il­ 
lion and three hu ndred 
thou s­ 
and volu mes. 
When 
it opens, 
the new b u ilding will contain at 
least 750,000 works which have 
b een contrib u ted b y u niversities 
and 
scientific 
institu tions 
throu ghou t the entire world. In 
addition, there will b e room for 
an ex tra 1,250,000 volu mes m ak­ 
ing the lib rary’s total capacity 
two million. 
Besides the 
m ain reading 
room for stu dents, there will b e 
25 smaller rooms availab le 
to 
those requ iring privacy for their 
work. Several of these will b e 
especially assigned 
as 
lectu re 
rooms. These too, are 
featu res 
which constitu te 
an 
improve­ 
m ent u pon the old cloth m arket 
b u ilding. 
The ou ter walls of 
the new 
b u ilding are b u ilt of pale 
red 
Belgian b ricks and white French 
stone. The whole is in the style 
of Flemish Renaissance. There 
is a magnificent facade 
of 220 
feet with three loggias 
and 
a

Community church was not her 
first pulpit experience. Last fall 
her brother, Leslie J. Ross, s ta ­ 
tioned a t her hom e in Prescott, 
la., became ill and she filled his 
pulpit for two weeks.

A new traffic ordinance, de- 


sighed to relieve congestion, and 
make way for an organized re- 
gulation of motor travel, was 
passed and adopted Tuesday 
night at a special session of the 
city council. • 
i The new ordinance will no 
doubt, meek, with the approval 
of all motorists, as such regula- 
tions have long been needed, 
due to the increased use of au- 
.tomobiles. The new ordinance, 
above all things, prohibits "dou- 
ble parking," or the leaving of 
any automobile standing within 
the travelled 
portion of any 


street, unless properly parked. 


The double parking applies to 


the 
business and residential" 


districts at all times. Another 
section of the ordinance places 
a limit of one hour for parking 
on Saturdays only, within cer- 
tain areas of the business dis- 
trict. The ordinance also prohi- 
bits a complete turn or "U" turn 
at several of the corners in the 
business district. 


In 
parking automobiles in 


the business district, the style 
used will be on an angle on 
all street, excepting Third, due 
"to the traction tracks. The an- 
gle will not be 45 degrees, but 
probably about 30 degrees. By 
parking on an, angle, it will pro- 
vide two good lanes for travel, 
and with the elimination 
of 


double parking, it will relieve 
much congestion. The streets are 
to be marke'd at once for the 
benefit of motorists. 
The hour 


parking limit on Saturday will 
not apply to the east side of 
Main street, 
adjacent to the 


court house. 


The regulation of bus stops 


has also been fixed. A space 60 
feet long will be reserved for all 
bus concerns on Morgan street. 
The north and west bound buss- 
es will stop on Morgan street 
next to the postoffice, and the 
.south and east busses in a space 
reserved on Morgan street in 
front of the K. of P. building. 
These spaces are directly oppo- 
site eacty other, and it will be 
illegal for any private machine 
to use these spaces.

Stephenson answered: "Well, I 
haven't much money."

Louvain, Belgium, July 25— 


(U.R)—One of the 
outstanding 


post-war monuments, to Amer- 
ican generosity, the new Univer- 
sity Library, built to replace the 
one destroyed by the Germans 
in 1914, will be dedicated tomor- 
row. 
-^ 


American dollars, most^ of 


them supplied by students of 
United States universities, have 
.been the means of purchasing 
the greater part of the million 
dollars worth of material which 


i was required to rebuild the fam-r 
' ous library. 


The dedicatory ceremonies, to 


be attended by statesmen, edu- 
cators, diplomats, and engineers 
from many nations, 
including 


an engineering delegation from 
the United States, will celebrate 
both the American Declaration 
of Independence and the com- 
plete restoration of the historic 
Library. 


The monument stands as "a 


typical example of the truth of 
the saying, "it's an ill-wind that 
blows no good." This,' because 
except for a magnificent collec-^ 
tion of rare books and manus- 
cript which are 
irreplacable, 


Louvain's new library is greater, 
more beautiful and better equip- 
ped in every respect than was 
the one destroyed through mod- 
ern warfare. 


In striking contrast to the 


beautiful 
but 
correspondingly 


unpractical building erected in 
1425, the new library will con- 
stitute a fitting illustration of 
the progress made hi architec- 
ture during the past 500 years. 


The spacious light and 
airy 


rooms and galleries of the new 
building will enable 400 students 
to be comfortably accommo- 
dated for study at the 
same 


tune. .Five hundred years ago, 
the same students would have 
almost suffocated in the superb 
but dark corridors provided for 
by the architect who built the 
old library in the Middle Ages. 


The old library was originally 


intended to be used as a .cloth 
market by the merchants of 
Louvain. In 1627, a student who 
had studied in Louvain, be- 
queathed his collection yof 852 
volumes to the University. Later 
others, including a number of 
professors, followed the stu- 
dent's example and added to the 
number of books owned by the 
university. Eventually, to 1636, 
the old cloth market was turned 
into the university library which 
was burned down during the 
war and which an American ar- 
chitect, Whitney Warren, was 
commissioned, to re-build. 


When it opened, Louvain's old 


library boasted of about 1,700 
books. At the time it was des- 
troyed by fire, on August 25, 
1914, the collection had grown 
to between a quarter of a mil- 
lion and three hundred thous- 
and volumes. When it opens, 
the new building will contain at 
least 750,000 works which have 
been contributed by universities 
and 
scientific 
institutions 


throughout the entire world. In 
addition, there will be room for 
an extra 1,250,000 volumes mak- 
ing the library's total capacity 
two million. 


Besides the 
mam reading 


room for students, there will be 
25 smaller rooms available 
to 


those requiring privacy for their 
work. Several- of these will be 
especially assigned as lecture 
rooms. These too, are features 
which constitute an improve- 
ment upon the old cloth market 
building. 
The outer Walls of the new 


building are built of pale red 
Belgian bricks and white French 
stone. The whole is in the style 
of Flemish Renaissance. There 
is a magnificent facade of 220 
feet with three loggias and a 
covered arcade with 17 arches 
vaguely reminiscent 
of those 


familiar to American' tourists 
who have visited the Louvre ar- 
cades hi Paris. 


A tower 275 feet high, con- 


taining a four octave 
carillon 


and a four dial clock will 
en- 


able visitors to the new library 
to obtafn an unparallelled view 
of the city. This part of the 
building is to constitute a war 
memorial. It will contain a large 
bell to be called "Liberty." 


The library will be practically 


fireproof throughout and ex- 
perts who have seen the build- 
ing in its present state of semi- 
completion have declared that 
it will undoubtedly be one of the 
finest of its type in the world.
